The 1953 s u m m e r season, one of 
the hottest 
and 
driest in 
m any 
y ears in the ea ste rn half of the n a ­ 
tion ended today and there w ere no 
cheers for a retu rn engagem ent. 
The scorching 
heat 
and 
no 
heavy 
rainfall 
dealt dam aging 
blows to crops and livestock in 
m any sections. The losses ran 
into the m illions of dollars. 
W eather B ureau logs in scores of

It was hot and dry m ost of the 
su m m e r and in som e sections b e­ 
fore su m m e r sta rted Ju n e 21. 
But the nation's m ost prolonged ( 
heat w ave of the season w as in late j 
August and early Septem ber.

some sections in the nation’s e a s t­ 
ern half the blistering w ea th er. • 
with te m p e ra tu re s in the 90s and 
above IOO, show ed no letup for 
days. 
Humidity added to the d iscom ­ 
fort of the sw eltering 
m illions. 
Thousands w ere treated for heat 


at 3:07 a. in. EST today w as m a rk ­ 
ed earlier this week by frost and 
freezing w eather in 
som e 
areas, 
indicating the end of the hot, hum id 
days of 1953. 
But it was the hot and m uggy 
w eather that brought a revision 
of the Weather Bureau 
record 
books. The M idwest, the South, 
New England and the Atlantic 
Coast areas all w ere in the sw el­ 
ter belt. There w as a brief hot 
spell in the Pacific Northwest but 
no extended heat w ave.

Coast area, only five other su m ­ 


m ers in New York City W eather 1 
B ureau records,

Chicago 
had 39 days of 90 degree readings 
or higher com pared to a n o rm al of 
13 for the su m m er season. 
B esides warm w eather, rainfall 
w as below normal in New Eng­ 
land and June was the second 
driest in history in Boston with 
less than one-half inch rainfall.

Tennessee had 15 new heat re c­ 
ords during the su m m er.

WASHINGTON I# — H igher food 
prices and rents pushed the gov­ 
ernm ent's cost of living index to 
another record high m ark today. 
The rise to 115 per cent of the 
1947-1949 av erag e m eans a three* 
cent hourly w age boost, effective 
next month, 
for 
1,300,000 
rail 
workers. This will boost annual 
pay roll costs of the 
railroads 
by $100 million. 


And if this increase In cost of op­ 
erating the railroads is passed on 
to the consum er, it m ay well m ean 
other field crops and cut the pro- j^e bmMing of another new reco rd 
duction of some. Cotton, the s ta te ’s 
biggest money crop, is developing 
late because of early cool w eather, 
and production is expected to be 
below last year. A sim ilar situ a­ 
tion exists in fruits, including ap­ 
ples, pears, grapes and olives.

The bankers also scheduled a talk 
by W. Randolph B urgess, deputy 
to S ecretary of the T re a su ry H u m ­ 
phrey, on m an ag e m en t of the $272 
billion federal debt.

BASEBALL BIG BUSINESS , 
THE BIG LEAGUE baseball is also big j 
business is evident from estimates of reve­ 
nue from the approaching World Series 
games. Prices of admission have been 
boosted from 12*2 per cent to IOO per cent. 
It will cost $10 to sit in a box, $7 for a re­ 
served seat in the grandstand, $4 for the 
privilege of standing and $2 for a seat in 
the bleachers. For many years the scale 
has been $8. $6, $4 and $1 respectively. 
With the Yankees and Dodgers again fac­ 
ing each ether for championship honors, 
all games will be played in Yankee Stadi­ 
um, which seats twice as many as Ebbets 
Field in Brooklyn. The increase in prices, 
it is estimated, will increase the gate 
$100,000, per game. 
While the players share in only the first 
four games, this boost will result in a tidy 
addition to their share of the money. A full 
seven-game series would bring a $750,000 
increase in total revenue. 
An extra $100,000 a game will mean little 
to the fans. The World Series is undoubted­ 
ly the greatest show in the sports world— 
from the viewpoint of those who go in for 
baseball—and to qualify as a real baseball 
fan it is necessary to have seen at least 
one such contest. And $100,000 is a minor 
sum in these booming times. Or was. 


SAD TO RELATE 
THE LITTLE MAN BEHIND the iron 
curtain cannot win. Consider the Estonian 
haberdasher who, being unable to meet the 
great demand for buttons at the state-oper­ 
ated shop he managed, proceeded to make 
some. 
He stumbled across the fact that playing 
records could be melted down and remold­ 
ed into the buttons he needed. And, as luck 
would have it, he also learned where there 
was a cache of used records of political 
speeches in Leningrad which he could buy 
reasonably. 
AU this the enterprising Estonian m a n 
did. His customers, who had long clamored 
for buttons, were delighted. 
The Estonian, who knew a good thing 
when he saw it, began hiring more a n d 
more people to make buttons and had vi­ 
sions of being promoted to the managerial 
post of a larger shop. 
But there was one fatal flaw, and it 
wasn’t long until an informer gave h i rn 
away. The records, it happened, were of 
Stalin’s speeches. As the Estonian tailor 
puts in his time in stir, he no doubt ponders 
the irony of making buttons out of the verb­ 
iage of a man who, in later years, is al­ 
leged to have lost most of his. 


ments, forces, opinions would stand o u t 
more clearly. 
For we are living in an era when what 
matters is not so much what is being done 
but what is being thought and believed. It 
is one of those curious eras in human his­ 
tory, and there have been several, when 
the struggle between good and evil, be­ 
tween God and the Devil, comes to the very 
surface of cur lives. 
And the Devil seems, for the moment, to 
have the upper hand. 
Thus, the “Manchester Guardian,” with 
pretenses of liberalism, asks: 
“Have we gone back to the treadmill — 
to the endless and sterile discussions of 
what the Soviet and Western Governments 
might discuss if they ever managed to 
meet?. . 
Yet, it is precisely that treadmill that we 
have to walk, for our experience has been 
that the Russian talks for the sake of talk­ 
ing and holds conferences endlessly be­ 
cause while pinning down his innocent ad­ 
versary with unending and often meaning­ 
less talk, he also manages to pick h i s 
pockets. 
We had an amazing experience with that 
technique at Panmunjom which lasted 25 
months. 
Wisdom dictates to nations as to men 
that a good look might be taken with ad­ 
vantage before one leaps. It is possible in 
advance to estimate the product of any in­ 
ternational conference, and when it is ob­ 
vious that the gains are all likely to be on 
the other side and the concessions all on 
our side, there is wisdom in not going to 
the conference. 
What can Soviet Russia possibly concede 
to the United States at this time? The ques­ 
tion answers itself, for if Malenkov were to 
i concede anything, such a concession would 
prove fatal to his system. For instance, 
can Russia recognize a democratic, uni­ 
fied, remilitarized Germany? 
To do that would be to withdraw not only 
all Russians troops from the whole of Ger­ 
many but also the German Communist Par- 
! ty, which is an arm of the Kremlin. 
While the former might under certain 
1 not too unfavorable circumstances be done, 
the latter is impossible. Soviet Russia will 
never withdraw her agency of espionage 
and infiltration which in any country is 
worth more than troops. 
Yet, the United States can make conces­ 
sions over Germany. Were the U n i t e d 
States and Great Britain to withdraw their 
troops from Germany, that country could 
j be neutralized, unified, demilitarized a n d 
turned into a Peoples’ Republic, the surest 
avenue to becoming a satellite of the Krem­ 
lin. 
The Russian boundary would then be 
moved from the river Elbe to the Rhine. 
When a nation faces a conference that is 
so unevenly balanced as to probable re­ 
sults, the smartest position to take is that 
attendance 
is useless and meaningless. 
Therefore there should be no conference.

Don't Forget Health Aspects 
Of the Perspiration Problem

CONTROL of perspiration is 
the objective of many advertising 
campaigns extolling soaps or per­ 
fumes. Emphasis on the dainty 
aspects of this should not cloud 
the fact th at the free passage of 
sweat from the sweat glands is 
essential for health. 
There are millions of sweat 
glands spread over the body sur­ 
face, and these are the primary 
or resultant causes of a wide va­ 
riety of common skin disturb­ 
ances. Most of these are caused 
by a mechanical blocking of the 
sweat duct opening. When this 
blocking occurs, the sweat is still 
formed but its free outlet to the 
surface of the skin is prevented; 
the sweat is trapped and kept 
beneath the skin, leading to a 
variety of skin disturbances. 
Blisters Form 
• Various types of infections of 
the skin can cause the form ation 
of blisters. These blisters, due 
perhaps to sunburn or burns 
from other causes, prevent the 
sweat from reaching the surface 
and the sweat in turn helps form 
the blisters. Usually the slightest 
touch will break them and they 
are of little consequence. 
One of the most common dis­ 
turbances of the sweat glands is 
prickly heat. Little red bumps ap­ 
pear 
on 
the 
skin, 
especially 
around the hair follicles, during 
warm weather. The bumps dis­ 
appear when the tem perature de­ 
creases. It is actually another 
disturbance of the sweat glands. 
The person suffering from 
prickly heat has a tingling and 
burning of the skin. It is aggra­ 


vated by sweat and disappears 
when sweating stops. Only a few 
of the glands are affected by 
prickly heat; ninety per cent of 
them will function normally al­ 
though the Infected ones cause 
the rash. Prickly heat is most 
common around areas which are 
rubbed. 
When Duct Is Blocked 
In another disorder, the sweat 
duct may be blocked off and little 
pustules containing whitish pus 
material will form on the skin. 
Fortunately, decrease of sweat­ 
ing will bring prompt improve­ 
ment in most of these skin condi­ 
tions caused by a disturbance of 
the sweat gland. Chronic dis­ 
eases of the sweat glands are 
prevalent during the long sum­ 
mer months. 
Relieved by Coolness 
By reducing the amount of ex­ 
ternal heat, perhaps by the use 
of fans or air conditioners, or by 
improving ventilation, a t least 
some of the diseases caused by 
the sweat gland can be reduced 
or eliminated altogether. Besides 
taking measures to remain cool, 
persons suffering from diseases 
of the sweat glands should be 
careful not to wear irritating 
clothing or use soaps or deter­ 
gents th at may further irritate 
the skin.

Yet that is the political formu­ 
la which his promoters have out­ 
lined for him. 
Despite his charm and inteU: 
gence, the world traveler can 
easily become a bore as a not-so- 
elderly statesman. Although he 
bad spent more than six months 
in visiting many of the world’s 
troubled lands, and had conferred 
with the leaders of thought and 
politics in every great capital, he 
really threw no new light on the 
problems which confront the de­ 
mocracies in their conflict with 
Moscow.
